War With Japan 
Is Inevitable 
Knox Asserts 


Navy Secretary 


U. S. Must 
Russia 


in the War 


WASHINGTON — (/?) — Secretary 


Knox said Friday that a collission in 
the Far East WHS "virtually inevita- 
ble." 
fl((Thc situation in the Far East is 
extremely strained," ho told a group 
of naval munitions manufacturers. 


The secretary said that we are "sat- 


isfied, in our own minds, that Japan 
docs not intent to give up plans for 
further expansion and if they pursue 
yis co'ttfsc'a collision there is inevit- 
able." 


This description of conditions in- 


volving the U. S. and Japan, coming 
from a cabinet member after weeks ol 
Washington-Tokyo 
settlement 
con- 


ifSrcnccs, was prompted by a discussion 
of ways by which munitions can be 
delivered to Russia. 


Knox said that he had just hurricc 


away from a conference—he did noi 
say with whom—in which British anc 
SVassian needs of war materials had 
been stressed. 


Ho said that manufacturers must 


speed up production. 


"Keeping the Russian army fighting 


is one of the most vitally important 
tong wo have to do in this war," the 
secretary asserted. 


Three ways of citing supplies to 


Russia were named by Knox; across 
the north Atlantic to Archangle, across 
the Pacific to the Far East port of 
Vladivostok and down through the 
irtuth Atlantic and around Africa to 
Persia. 


The Archangle route, he said, is the 


best of the three despite the handicaps 
imposed by its extreme northern lo- 
cation. The port can be kept open 
Wily by the use of ice breakers and 
tni.s means slow moving for ships 
which make easy marks for the Ger- 
man bombers. 


The Far East situation, he said, 


makes the continued use of the Vla- 
divostok route questionable and means 
r'rix not to be preferred equally with 
Archangle. 


Nazis Shoot 50 


More Hostages

men Shot for Killing

,yiTCHY—(/P)—Fifty French hostages 
fled before a firing squad wall Friday 
in a 50 to 1 forfeit for the assassination 
of German officer at Bordeaux—the 
second such measure of retaliation 
within three days. 


At the

lime 50 additional 


WJslagcs at Bordeaux and 50 still alive 
at Dantes out of 100 selected for 
execution in reprisal for the killing of 
a German officer there won brief 
reprieves while the Germans gave ad- 
ditional time for the capture or sur- 
rantlcr of the actual assassin. 
^Vews today from Bordeaux meant 
that a total of 100 hostages had already 
been put to death, evenly divided for 
the assassination of the Nantes and 
Bordeaux officer. Fifty were executed 
Wedncsdayy. 
Jf the full measure of reprisal is 
carried out this would make a ratio 
of 100 lives for 1. 


The executions at Bordeaux brought 


to 184 the nur^ier of hostages kiliec 
for the assassination of 5 German of- 
ficers during the occupation period, 
^i'lie Bordeaux-Nantes reprieves were 
granted by the German authorities at 
the request of Marshall Petain and 
Admiral Darlan.

U. S. to Build 
More Tanks 


Huge Production 
Increase Indicated 
by President 


WASHINGTON —M3)— Withholding 


figures President Roosevelt announc- 
ed Friday that tho program of pro- 
duction for armed forces would be 
approximately doubled al once. 


The chief executive told a press con- 


ference that the projected expansion 
was a part of over-all revision of tho 
defense picture but tho rest of it, he 
sail, will not be ready until later in 
the fall or perhaps when congress 
moots in January. 


Roosevelt would nol say what tho 
resent tank program calls for nor 
vhal increase would bo provided. 
Thai," he said, w"uold be information 
vhich the Axis would like to have." 


'It docs call for many thousands 


norc tanks along with certain items 
if ordnance relating to them," the 
'resident said. 
Tho principal reason for the decision 
o make tremendous increases in the 
enk output, it was disclosed, grew 
rom some used experience in North 
Africa last year.

Johnson of Little Rock, Ernest Cox of 
Prescott, staled that he is a member 
of the firm of W. E. Cox & 'Sons and 
thai he was al Ihe scene of Ihe gin 
fire in 1938. Ho testified thai he at- 
lempled to remove

from the burning building, but that 
because ho (Cox) was badly burned he 
left the building and sent someone 
else to assist Futrell. 


J. D. Yarbarough, the next witness, 


staled that he was working near the 
gin at the lime of the fire. He said 
that Ernest Cox was Ihe first man to 
leave the building. 


In attempting lo determine whether 


the firm had been negligent in using 
an alleged defective extension cord 
and securing gasoline for cleaning 
purposes from an open container, sev- 
eral Hempstead county ginncrs were 
called by the defense to the witness 
stand to tell what methods they used 
in cleaning the machinery in their 
respective gins. Among the gin op- 
erators culled were: C. Cook, Buck 
Martin, and Je.ss Green. 


Mrs. Alfred Futrell testified as to 


the tools from her deceased husband's 
tool chest, which was returned to her 
after ihe fire.

Lesson 
Welfare ami Happiness Require 
More International Temperance 
Text: Deuteronomy 5:32. 3!!; ll:2fi-28: 
Isaiah 28:1-6; tfabnkkuk 2:12

This lesson is for International Tem- 


perance Sunday. The fact that so large 
a part of the world is at war, and 
that even in countries where alcohol- | 
ism has been a serious problem, the 
chief problem of millions is now that 
of getting food and drink for normal 
sustenance, does not minimize 
the 


need of stressing international tem- 
perance. 


"The Long Week End." which is 


a social history of Great Britain from 
1918-1939, presents among other things 
a picture of night club life and all 
its accompaniments which might well 
be a picture of what has been hap- 
pening in our own country. In fact, i 
it is a somewhat sad reflection upon 
us that much of this moral debacle 
in Great Britain has been called the 
"Americanization of England." 


The three passages 
from various 


portions of the Bible, which consti- 
tute our lesson, indicate how valuable 
a text book the Bible still is for 
the inculcation of temperance. Strong 
drink made its ravages in the ancient 
world as it makes its ravages today. 
The story of the effect of intemper- 
ance upon the individual and upon 
society has been practically the same 
in every age and among every peo- 
ple. The woe that the prophet Isaiah 
pronounced to the drunkards of Eph- 
raim is the same woe that falls upon 
the dru/ikards of America and of oth- 
er lands today. 


Nor is the cause of temperance one 


that stands alone. The three great 
enemies of human welfare and hap- 
piness have been slavery, war, and 
strong drink .Today war is the (inner- 
most of these enemies, with -slavery 
threatening 
vast portions of 
nidjj-' 


kind, if the totalitarian powers, who 
nave declared that might makes right 
and who have plunged the world in 
war, have their way. 


It is this situation that gives both 


'point and large application to the 


I single verse in our lesson from 
the 


prophecy of Habakkuk: "Woe to him 
that buildeth a town with blood, and 
established a city by iniquity!" Too 
much in the life of every people 


I today is still established by iniquity 
and built on blood. 


Our own nation will be strong to 


save the world from its aggressors 
and the powers that threaten to stifle 
all democracy and liberty only in 
proportion as we make our personal 
lives and our social life clean and 
strong, building upon a sure founda- 
tion in the things that to a large 
extent have been built upon greed, 
selfishness, indulgence in vice, and 
all manner of unrighteousness and in- 
justice.

An Ordinance to Levy ;i Privilege Tax 


on Slot Machines and Vending Ma- 
chines and Coin Operated Amuse- 
ment Machines, to Provide a Pen- 
ally for Violiition of This Ordinance, 
and For Other Purposes. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HOPE, 
ARKANSAS: 


SECTION 1: The business of own- 


every such machine in operation in 
he City of Hope, Arkansas, must have 
attached lo the amusement game said 
n-date lag before being placed in 
operation or allowed to operate. 


SECTION 6: That any machine or 


amusement game upon which the lax 
icrein specified has not been paid is 
lercby declared to be a public and 
common nuisance and may be seized

Ersatx is the substitution of what 


your have for what you can't get. 
The United States, experts say, can't 
produce enough of a number of cilal 
materials to supply both the arms pro- 
gram and normal civilian needs. 


Civilian needs necessarily get (lie 


short end of (lie stick. Munitions come 
first. You can't get or shortly won't be 
able lo get—thousands of common ar- 
ticles as you know them now. 


There are about IS basic shortages, 


say Robert E. McConnell. OPM's chief 
of conservation and substitution. He 
says quite frankly we're entering tin 
era of ersatz. 


Here are the materials we lack: 


Aluminum, cork, copper, tnicfi, nickel, 
alloy steels, tungsten, zinc, tin, chro- 
mite, mnnganc.se, mercury, plastics, ni- 
trates, rubber, power, steel, lead. 


These shortages threaten everything 


from Junior's soda pop to the fillings 
in grandma's teeth. 


But don't worry, American ersatz 


isn't making the German form of pa- 
per clothing, burntgrain coffee and 
adulterated 
brcadstuffs. 
Economists 


say we'll continue to have the neces- 
sities of 
life in 
full, 
accustomed 


measure. 


It's the non-c.ssential.s they're cur- 


tailing or substituting. There are only 
three answers to shirtagc problems: 
(1) substitution; (2) conservation and 
salvage; <3» doing without. 


The public is gradually gelling ac- 


quainted with all three. 


There will be some doing without. 


The government experts tell you to 
make no mistake about that. That 
wrack in automobile production quotas 
is only a sample. 


There'll also be a nationwide edu- 


cational campaign to teach Americans 
—the most wasteful people on earth- 
to conserve stuff they already have, 
to salvage useful metals and materials. 


There'll be two kinds of ersatz- 


painless and obvious. Here's painless: 
Pop will yodel just as happily while 
shaving for all that his shaving cream 
comes in a lead foil instead of a tin 
foil tube. It seems insignificant, but 
the substitution will save 2,500 tons of 
the vital metal a year.

Indo-China is a long way from the 


nearest Japanese base. Communica- 
tions inside the sprawling country are 
poor. 


The native population, while un- 


armed and quiescent today, is basical- 
ly hostile and potentially dangerous. 
On one border arc the Chinese; on 
the other, the British. And should the 
United States fleet enter the piciirc, 
the combination could be a very un- 
pleasant bag, indeed, for an unwary 
rat. 


The Japanese soldiers know (his. 


They know they can be cut off. The 
only avenue of supply and of retreat 
is the ocean—if they could reach coast- 
al ports, find transports waiting there 
and their own fleet commanding the 
sea-lanes. 


It's 
a long and creaky limb to be 


out on. 


The soldiers are largely confined to 


barracks. When they go sight-seeing, 
it is usually in groups, with an officer 
commanding. They are under very 
strict discipline, respecting civilians, 
whether French, Chinese or Annamite. 


It i.s quite a different life from the 


one they knew in China. There are 
no dance halls in Indo-China, few 
cheap bars. 


Life is not so bad for the officers. 
The top-rankers have moved into

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Compero Served Bolivia 
As Statesman, Soldier 


CTATESMAN, 
soldier, 
lawyer, 


Narciso Campero ranks among 


Bolivia's most able leaders. Born 
in Tojo, Department of Tarija, 
Oct. 29, 1813, his career is one of 
service to his country, finally cul- 
minating in his election to the 
presidency. 


Campero, 
who 
was 
honored 


philatelic-ally by his government 
in the 1902 stamp above, received 
a law degree from the University 
of Chuquisaca at the age of 24. 
He gave up the practice of law, 
however, for a military career. 


He fought as an officer in the 


'Bolivian army in numerous revo- 
lutions as well as wars against 
.Argentina (1838) and Peru (1841). 
He entered diplomatic service in 
1845 in the Bolivian Legation at 
Madrid, 
fie was attached to the 


French army as military observer, 
saw service in Africa. 


Campero returned to his coun- 


try to become governor of the 
Department of Potosi, reached the 
rank of general in the army in 
1865 but was forced into exile by 
the tyrant Melgarejo. 


In 1871 he returned to Bolivia, 


became secretary of war, then 
minister to France and England, 
and finally, in 1880, president of 
the 
republic. 
His regime 
was 


generally successful, although he 
was 
faced 
with many 
difficult 


oroblems. He died Aug. 11, 1896.
